AND COUNCILS 
HOPE OF A NATIONAL 
RURAL BODY

from the headquarters of Muintir na 
Tire at Kilmallock, and is signed + 
the organisation’s chairman, the Rev. J. M. 
Hayes, C.C. :— : 
Muintir na Tire has broug 
people of every walk oí life, and inspired 
them with a new hope and determination. 
Antagonistic to no pohtical party, and with- 
out political or other affiliations, it has in- 
spired a new ideal of social service and of 
practical Christianity. As pioneers, and 
claiming to speak for rural Ireland, we can- 
not view with indifference an attempt to 
restrict a voluntary movement within the 
rigid limitations of a pre-determined official 
plan. While we look to the Oireachtas for 
encouragement, we do not believe that the 
soul of rural Ireland can be re-created by 
legislation. 
We do not want our Parochial Guilds and 
Councils to be subject to the routine and 
regulations of bureaucracy, nor to be the 
focus of itical contests. We favour an 
elastic voluntary scheme. Our object is not 
to sub-divide existing electoral administrative 
areas, but the mightier task of <n a 
new spirit, of co-operation and responsibility 
in rural Ireland. At present Muintir na Tire 
Parochial Councils are selected by the respec- 
tive sections of the Parochial Guilds, the 
number of sections varying according to local 
needs. When class differences are softened 
in the increasing realisation of common 
interests, a still better plan may be found, 


T following statement has been issued 


A NATIONAL COUNCIL 


As to the powers of Parochial Guilds and 
Councils, we consider that when a new spirit 
is being born among the country people, it 
would be unwise to attempt to maximise or 
to minimise such powers. We must proceed 
more by encouragement and emulation than 
by legalistic enumeration, making full allow- 
ance for local diversities. There are man 
functions which can be carried out forthwi 
without any special authorisation, as has 
been shown by the Muintir na Tire Parochial 
Guilds and Councils already formed. 
We look forward to a larger measure of 
co-ordination as soon as a sufficient number 
of parishes have become organised. Through 
Diocesan and Provincial Federations, we 
hope to see Muintir na Tire Guilds culminat- 
ing in a National Rural Council, to which 
important consultative, and even administra- 
tive, functions may be entrusted. In our 
view, life in rural Ireland is a vocation— 
a way of living shared by all. We 
are convinced from experience that the 
countryside must primarily be organised 
on the basis of. neighbourhood, and on the 
common interests of all the inhabitants. In 
every area the well-being of the community 
is dependent on the farmer and farm labourer, 
who are associates in production. In view 
of the fundamental significance of rural life 
and the growing dangers of depopulation, 
urbanisation, neglect of productive resources, 
etc., to which it is subject, the problem of 
securing organisation and co-ordination for 
agricultural Ireland is an urgent one. 


VOLUNTARY GUILD 
SYSTEM 


We therefore visualise the establishment of 
this National Rural Council, representing the 
primary and basic vocation of this country. 
Such a central body cannot be airily created 
by legislation; it must be the outcome and 
the achievement of a nation-wide spontaneous 
revival of local organisation and responsi- 
bility. Muintir na Tire realises that legisla- 
tive enactments involving high spiritual 
qualities for their fulfilment will be futile 
unless, outside the official machinery there 
exists a dynamic source of spiritual energy, 
a well-spring of idealism and enthusiasm, 
A voluntary system of parochial: guilds 
can, when organised, pool the knowledge and 
experience which will be increasingly ac- 
quired; it can correct abuses, it can advise 
and help in difficulties, it can organise and 
start new Guilds and Councils, it can help 
to formulate a sane social philosophy, foster- 
ing an keeping alive Christian idealism. 
With or without official recognition Muintir 
na Tire intends to continue its mission of 
awakening and strengthening the rural people 
of Ireland. 


THE L.G. BILL 


It may be asked what will be the position 
of Muintir na Tire Parochial Guilds and 
Councils under the Local Government Bill 
(1940). This bill recognises the voluntary 
system, and gives recognition for advisory 
and certain administrative powers. In other 
words, the bill provides help for the rural 
people if they care to seek it, and does not 
introduce, as some people wish, a system of 
forcible a SÁscod the country people. 

As regards Emergency Parish Committees 
and Parish Councils there is no conflict what- 
sover between them and Muintir na Tire. 
Wherever Muintir na Tire Parochial Guilds 
exist they have at once acted in conjunction 
with county authorities, and have formed 
Emergency Committees for their areas, Where 
Emergency Parish Committees exist having 


them simply as temporary bodies set up for a 
special purpose, but we hope that the spirit 
of parochial co-operation will inspire the 
people of these parishes to establish the more 
permanent and _ representative Parochial

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AT LIMERICK . 
“OUR POLICY OF ' 
NEUTRALITY ” 


R. PATRICK J. LITTLE, Minister for 
M Posts and Telegraphs, addressing a 
meeting in Limerick last night, con- 
gratulated the Local Security Force on their 
magnificent turn out, and others who 
could spare the time to join up some form of 
local work. Those who devoted their time, 
even during the hours of the night, to pre- 
paring defensive measures were not foolish; 
rather gy to all look foolish if by a side- 
wind the o of war should drag them 
into the track of devastation and find them 
unprepared. In this war there was the added 
menace of blockade and food sh e. The 
latter in a country so full of agricultural 
produce could only occur abe é lack of 
roperly -arranged distribution. ey must 
m prepared for attack from the air or under 
ithe sea. It was gratifying to find that when 
a belligerent airoplane crashed recently in 
Kerry the Local Security Force disti hed 
themselves by their alertness and their 
courage. : 
- Now, said Mr. Little, as we have gone so 
far in our preparations it would be a tragic 
mistake to relax effort and say thia is enough. 
We must necessarily imitate those nations 
plunged in war and fighting for their 
existence. We are fighting for our existence 
through our policy of neutrality and because 
our people are not being slaughtered from the 
air or driven from our homes—that is no 
reason to relax our efforts towards making 
such mar impossible. Let us not half do 
the job. 


ANYTHING POSSIBLE 


As the war progresses the possibilities come 
clearer to the mind and one realises that 
anything is possible—starvation, poison gas, 
war from the air, sea or under the sea, and 
disease consequent upon a lack of proper 
services in the di of war conditions. 
We need not, in fact must not be panicky— 
deliberate preparations is the only real 
antidote to that. 
Because we are neutral some people do not 
realise the danger. So, too, because we are 
neutral we must carry on the ordinary life 
for the ople, in maintaining the con- 
tinuous labour for the nation. it has been 
said that the real master shows himself in 
the midst of difficulties, and it requires con- 
siderable mastery of our time and energies 
to be so organised to-day as to maintain our 
life and be thoroughly prepared for every 
reasonable possibility. But the spirit of 
community responsibility, of hearty co- 
operation, is our greatest asset. To many it 
has been a real wonder, and after the crisis 
has passed it should produce the most lasting 
benefit for the people. 
The total figures of our forces, apart, of 
course, from d Cross and A.R.P., are 
184,000 for the whole country, and for Lime- 
rick city and county in round figures 12,000. 
This is the greatest opportunity in many 
generations for us to build together and 
thereby create a good-neighbour spirit of 
enduring value. In other countries coercion 
and conscription have been used; here we do 
it voluntarily and with characteristic hearti- 
ness. Nations failing in unity have suffered 
all the tragic consequences, Let our example 
now be such that the old will say, “If only 
we all were young again to take our part,’’

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INOUEST ON MOTHER 
AND SON

_ In a statement read at the resumed inquest 
in the City Morgue, Dublin, yestarday. on 
Cecil Phillips and his mother,’ Mrs, Anne 
Phillips, who died as the result of injury sus- 
tained when their home at 127 Upper Rath- 
mines went on fire on April 19 last, a woman 
described how she and her sister had jumped 
from an upstairs window to escape the flames. 
Sergeant McCabe said that the house was 
pi aer by Mrs. Phillips and her son, Cecil, 
and by two women, the Micon Aldridge. The 
latter had been in hospital following the fire, 
but after their discharge had not returned 
to the house, and the police had not been 
able to trace them. In a statement on May 8, 
however, Cecilia Aldridge said that she and 
her sister occupied the front. drawingroom of 
the house, which they rented from Mrs, 
Phillips. On the morning of the fire she 
was awakened by knocking. Her sister went 
out to the landing but came back, and said 
that she had been beaten back by the smoke. 
Her sister then jum out of the window 
to the door steps. Later she jumped out of 
the same window. - She had had six dogs and 
four cats, and the animals were kept in the 
bedroom. Mrs. Phillips and her son were 
“strange in their manner.” 

Lhe sergeant said that the charred remains 
of a number of the animals were found in the 
house. 

In reply to a member of the jury, the wit- 
ness said that the contents of she hones were 
destroyed, and there would be no occasion for 
the Misses Aldridge to return to secure their 
belongings. 

Guard Redmond said that he was on night 
duty when he was told by another Guard 
that the house was on fire. When he arrived 
flames were issuing from the top floor window 
and a woman was standing outside. Ten or 
fifteen minutes later he saw two members of 
the Fire Brigade carrying out the deceased 
man.

SHIPS UNSUITABLE FOR
